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JOHN BABLEY0OBN STILL KING. 

The Olobe ia not particularly cast down 
to find that John UarJeyoorn utiU koeiis 
up his ascendency over epiriU. Uoin- 
paring, it Bays, tho Brewers' Licence 
Return, just published, with tho previous 
one, the total amount of duty paid is 
found to have increased by X3.S78 l'.ls. 
4d. This represents tho duty on 232,- 
738 barrels, the tutul increased consump- 
tion of mult liquor in the United King- 
dom must havu amounted to 242,383 bar- 
rels. A great deal of this may, no doubt, 
bo attributed to inoreased population, 
but when every allowance is matlo on 
that score, there soems little doubt that 
beer is steadily growing in favour in 
England. This is all the inoro singular, 
inasmuch as it was generally expected 
that lowering the duties on light wines 
would diminish consumption of malt 
liquors. According to tho predictions 
of certain sanguine prophets, Great Bri- 
tain would soon witness a revolution in 
tho drinking habits of her people, with 
Gladstoniau claret froely flowing at every 
public house, and a bottle of Macon on 
the dinner-table of oach working man. 
so far us can be soon, this Utopian dream 
will not bo soon fulfilled, and our manu- 
facturers of malt liquors may therefore 
take fresh heart, and in spite of tho com- 
petition of viuogarish vintages. That 
some brewers are making hay while the 
sun shines appears pretty fully proved 
by statistics given in tho licence return, 
showing tho amount of duty paid by 
twenty diffuront classos of common brew- 
ers during tha year. In fact, firms 
brewing less than 100,000 barrels may he 
considered very small fry indeed, tho 
Tritons of the trado being those who turn 
out from 300,000 to 1,000,000 barrels per 
annum. Of these, two paid licences on 
between 300,000 and 350,000 barrels; two 
on between -100,000 and -150,000; and one" 
between 450,000 and 500,000. These were 
good-sized fish undoubtedly, but tho 
•traaui contained a few far larger. Thus 
three casea occur of firms turning out 
between 700,000 and 800,000 barrels, and 
tho whale of brewers reached between 
950,000 and 1,000,000. As this last gen- 
tleman also paid £552 10s. as a supple- 
mentary charge, ho must have manufac- 
tured more than a million barrels of 
beer during the year. 

ITEMS. 

"""The Saturday Review strongly censures 
the system of'pious picketing," or house 
to house visitation, which has followed 
tho revival movement in London. 

The Tinie-t concurs with its correspond- 
ent "Olericus" that the present method 
of providing preachers in tho Church of 
England is unsatisfactory. 

Tho Sun understands that a meeting of 
Nonconformists has been convened at tho 
houso of the Rev. Newman Hall, to con- 
sider the propriety of giving public ex- 
pression to their view of tho undesirabili- 
ty of any movement being made at pre- 
sent for tha severance of Church and 
State. 

SUNDAY LAW. 

Mr. Cross has received at the Home 
Office a large deputation of gentlemen 
connected with tho Brighton Aquarium 
Comyany and other public undertakings, 
besides several members of Parliament, 
•who, after having held a preliminary 
meeting, waited upon him to urgo the re- 
peal of the Act respecting tho oyening of 
places of recreation on Sundays. The 
right honourable gentleman, in reply, 
expressed himself personally favourable 
to the pursuit of rational enjoyment on 
Sunday, but said that the Government 
must take time to consider tho question, 
and that in tho meanwhile he was alvisod 
that he had power to remit such penalties 
as that recently claimed in tho case of tho 
Brigbtou Avuurium. Tho London papers 
whic refer to the cose are unanimous in 
calling for a revision of Sabbatarian legis- 
lation, and consider Mr. Cross' reply to 
tho deputation unsatisfactory. 

Tho Cession of Saghalin to Russia. 



The London Globe says: "A treaty ro- 
coutly concluded between Russia and 
Japan cedes to tho former Power the 
Southern portion of a largo island called 
Saghalin, the exclusive possession of 
■which may some day pt/ovo exceedingly 
important to tho subjects of the Czar. The 
island occupies a noteworthy position on 
the map, situated as it is on the northern 
oxtromity of tho lino or belt of islands 
which forms tho Japanese group. It ox- 
tcndH from north to south from tho lifty- 
t\{th to the forty-fifth degree, with a 
breadth of from twenty to one hundred 
miles, hnviiig on its northern and eastern 
side a vast gulf known as tho Sea of Ok- 
hotsk; on tho west tho narrow Gulf of 
Tartnry, which separates it by a small 
interval from tho rocky Siberian coast; 
aud to tho south tho Straits of La Per- 
ouso, dividing it from tho island of Yesso. 
Tho Russians had long ago established 
themselves in tho northern part of tho 
island, whore its breadth is greatest, but 
thoy woro particularly anxious to extend 
thoir way over tho whole territory, chiefly 
for strategical seasons. The island, al- 
though possessing no good harbor on 
jts own coast, bdmmaqds in a groat inou- 
fju.ro tlio woutli of tho mot Amoor, 



through which the most valuable pro- 
ducts of Eastern Siberia had tlicir way 
to the ocean highway. The forts erected 
at Saghalin aro also destined to protect 
the formidable ports which Russia pos- 
sesses in tho Sea of Okhotsk, and which, 
in time of war, aro destined to prove 
moro accessiblo refuges than thoso in any 
other part of her dominions. Tho newly 
acquired territory is also rich iu mines 
and oil, and its only weak point appears 
to bo its deficiency ^in agricultural : pro- 
ducts. Ono of its merits is its accessi- 
bility in winter, tho narrow Gulf of Tar- 
tar)- being frozon over so firmly as to 
admit of the passage both of men and 
provisions, which are transported across 
it in carts drawn by Siberian dogs."

Bushwhacking the Ministry. 



Yale District, .Tune 21st, 187T>. 

Editoii Colonist:— The chief topic of 
oonTorsation just now is the excessively 
high wator, tho road between Yale and 
Lytton being flooded in several places. 
Packors and freight trains aro stopped, 
and although the mail goes through "on 
time" it is only through the enterprise 
and forethought of Barnard's Express 
Company in having things ready in antici- 
puion of hij;h water that no delays occur. 
You will have heard of the main piers of 
tho new bridge at Lytton having been 
carried away, and it is now reported that 
considerable damage had boon done to the 
road in some places 

Politics are beginning to engross some 
little share of attention, and although no 
candidates have as yet been brought out, 
still sevoral names have been mentioned 
to almost nil of whom, however, some 
slight objection or other has been raised. 
Ono is not a British subject; another has 
not lived long enough in the country; 
and whilst ciio and all would prefer a 
local man possossiug educational abilities 
enough to prevent his being influenced 
and guided by politicians whose interests 
are not with us, still they would rather 
import an educated man than see any 
other represent us. A natural wish, f< v 
aomiTof your smart Victoria lawyers hare 
beon too apt to talk over soiuo who have 
hitherto held seats in tho Houso; and! 
think there can ho littlo doubt? that 
any candidate wishing for election will 
have to pledge himself not to gut under 
tho thumb of tho Walkera Government; 
the only argument in whoso favor being 
that during tho term they have been in 
power a large amount of money has been 
expended in public works, roads, trails, 
bridgos, &c, forgetting too reckless man- 
ner in which some of theso have heen 
brought about, and 'forgetting, too, that 
tho presont Ministry deserve no credit for 
this, that tho natural progress of civiliza- 
tion brings all theso, and that had wo. a 
government who desired to advance with 
tho limes like other countries, ttiere could 
be no doubt that British Columbia, in- 
stead of having the name of an "inhospit- 
able ojiititry," and boiug a laud of .sparse, 
isolated settlements would soon become 
as prosperous a country as any. The 
country goo.-; ahead, hut only in the na- 
tural course of events, and not nearly so 
fast as it might if guided by a government 
possessing some "vim" and some widll 
for the welfare and well being of its peo- 
ple, not as in the case of tho presont 
ministry, holding oflico in apathetic indif- 
ference us to whether settlors' oome or not 
or whether the laws aro suitable to the 
people or not, but actually throwing ob- 
stacles in the way of improvement, and 
provontiug the proper development of tho 
country, evidently fearing that any inova- 
tion may tend to shorten their tenure of 
oUico. Another thing seems certain, too, 
and that is that our presont ministry can- 
not work in harmony with the Dominion; 
ao the sooner wo try one that will the 
bettor. There is not much use being in 
the Confederation if our Local and Do- 
minion Governments cannot work together 
for tho common good.

Dean Oridge and tho Bible Society, 

Editor Bltirtsil Colonist:— Having 
just road a report of tho British and For- 
eign Biblo Society's annual meeting iu 
London last week. 1 could not holp 
comparing it with Bishop Hill's censure 
of good Dean Oridge last September for 
having gdono tho uneauonioal act ol 
mingling with other protostant ministers 
upon the platform of the B. and L<\ Biblo 
Hocnty. 

Now, whether or not tho Dean or tho 
Bishop wore right, let tho following ex- 
tracts from the above report show: 

"The chair was taken for a few minutes 
by tho Archbishop of Canterbury, until 
tha arrival of the president of tho society, 
tho Earl of Shaftesbury." 

Yet on that platform were the celebrat- 
ed Ponshoo, presideni of the Wesleyan 
Conference-, and tho great Baptist Spui- 
geon, and a host of non-conformists, 
ministerial and lay! Wonder if George 
Columbia won't lecture him of Canter- 
bury whou he next sees him for such 1111- 
dignilled and low-lived association ? 

Tho words of the good Arollbiuhop aro 
worthy of one who occupies the throne 
ol Augustine, lie Mfya, among other 
good things, "This is a tinio for airmen 
who lovo tho word of God to cast aside, 
ao far as they may without a oompro- 
aniso of principle, the differences that 
keep them asunder, and rally together 
/or iho defence of that Chris tftiu faith 



which, thank God, wo all rejoice in; 
(loud outers) to know as few distinctions 
us possible, between those who aro in tbo 
service of our common Lord, and who 
take that. vVord as their rule of life, una 
as the character of their hopes for eter- 
nity. (Cheers). Therefore* I for my 
part think it, wiso that wo should as much 
as possible join together hand in hand in 
a canso which so completely and so na- 
turally unites us in feeling, as that in 
which" tho Bible Society has been engag- 
ed for so many years, and if we nro wise 
wo shall not by any unnecessary divis- 
ions among ourselves play tho game of 
our common adversaries, and expose that 
Holy Word and that Christian religion of 
which we aro put in trust to tho assaults 
of tho enemy whilst we are quarrelling 
amongst ourselves." 

That tho Archbishop was not alone 
among dissenters, it may be remarked 
that tho Bishop of Melbourne and the 
Bishop of Goulbum made spoeches and 
tho Archbishop's resolution was second 
ed by a noble layman of the Church of 
England 1 and a peer of the realm, Earl 
Fortescuo. Should this meet tho eye of 
Dean Cridge's prosecutor or his assess- 
ors we would respect fully request them 
to read, mark, learn and inwardly digest 
the following extract from Earl Fortes- 
cue's speech; for coming from such an 
unexceptionable source, and from a no- 
bleman whoso utterances do credit to the 
church of which he is so worthy an or- 
nament, they certainly cannot treat it 
with levity or contempt: "1 rtjoice," 
says the Earl, at the continued progress 
of this truly noble and now venerable 
society. I confess to. my own yearnings 
for more Christian union, for- a better 
understanding and 11 fuller co operation 
of the Church of England, not with the 
Church of Borne, or with the Eastern 
Church, but with the Protestant churches 
throughout tho world. (Applause )With 
tho Protostant churches of Germany, of 
Holland, of Sweden, of Denmark, of 
France, aud of the United States; but 
above all, with the Presbyterian, l'nde 
pendent, Wcsleyan, and Baptist churches 
of England and Wales, and of Ireland 
and Scotland. (Applause). 

1 doubt not that the Earl thus express- 
es the strong common sense conviction 
of all true churchmen, who have more 
respect for the Bible and Protestant prin- 
ciples than for tho musty predilections of 
mediarval superstition. At any rate the 
noble yearnings of this noblo peer are 
heartily reciprocated by tho million 
brethren of

Political Meeting at Saan- 
ich. 

A largo and influential mooting of far- 
mers was hold at Prairie Tavern on .Sa- 
turday to hear tliu political views of gen- 
tlemen who, it id supposed, intend to pre- 
sent themselves for tho suffrages of the 
electors of Victoria District at tho ap- 
proaohing election. 

Mr. P. Imrie was elected Chairman 
and Mr. Mollmoyl Secretary. 

Mr. Win. Reay, who had boon solected 
by tho people of North Saanich to stand 
for tho Looal House, was asked to spoak 
first. Ho said thai ho proposed to stand for 
tho House and although ho would not 
promise to turn t he world upside down, 
Lo would do his duty to hirf constituents 
and tho Proviuco if oleotod. lie would 
Toto for good measures no matter from 
whom they might emanate. Ho would 
not address tho doctors at length to-day 
but would take an early opportunity of 
expressing his views at length. 

Dr. Tolmio, senior member for the 
District of Victoria, being called on, said 
ho had eudtavc rad to do his duty in tho 
House and had carried out his pledges 
bo far as lay m his power. Ho had op- 
posed tho alteration of the Terms of 
Union and the expenditure of our patri- 
money without the consent of the pooplo 
being first obtained. He blamed the 
Govornment for first quarreling with Ca- 
nada, and ho blamed them again for 
trying to place Columbia under such a 
heavy pecuniary obligation as would 
placo us entirely at her mercy. He con- 
demned tho Government on tho one hand 
for breaking with Canada last year and 
ho blamed then now for seeking to go 
into debt to Canada while Canada is in 
debt to us (cheers.) Ho then proceeded 
to show that we receive from Canada 
about ^245,000 in annual subsidies; and 
that Canada pays for us in mail service, 
891,000 a year'; for Indians, 833,000 a 
yoar; Judiciary, §43,000; Custom house, 
821,000— in all au expenditure of about 
8450,000. She had assumed our large 
debt at the time of Union. Besides, for 
keeping up the telegraph, penitentiary, 
work, harbor improvement, she would 
expend 8150,000; for railway surveys, 
about 3'250,000. In all, it came to nearly 
8800,000, which Canada expended an- 
nually in this country, and our customs 
dues amount to only about $350,000 or 
8400,000 per annum. Ho blamed the 
Government again for expending so much 
money in sections where the produce 
wont to a ru:irket on four legs; but in this 
district the farmers had to carry their pro- 
duce to market on foi.r wheel*. There hod 
been favoritism in the distribution of 
the public monies. The present Premier 
of Canada had won general approval by- 
saying on accepting office that no dis- 
trict should be deprived of a fair sharo of 
the public expenditure because it sent 
Opposition members to Parliament ( hear. ) 
What would a country bo without an op 
position to watch the Government (pro- 
longed cheers. ) The Local Government 
had refused to offer a bounty for a wool- 
len mill suggested by his colleague. It 
was a grievous thing that so much money 
went out of thiscountry for woolen goods 
that might bo manufactured here. He next 
referred to the action of the Local Gov- 
ernment in precipitating an adjournment 
of the House without taking action on 
tho Tariff question. He had been a sup- 
porter of Mr. Mackenzie; but folt stag- 
gered at the fresh delay in railway work. 
If the blame lay with Mr. Mackenzie he 
would be among tho first to oppose him 
(hear.) But he would not be precipitate 
nor let the great blunder of last year bo 
succeeded by another (cheer*,) Jn reply 
to electors l)r. Tolmie said that tho ba- 
lance in favor of Canada between her ex- 
penditure iuand her receipts from tlio Pro- 
vince was about 8400,000; ho was in favor 
oi woman's suffrage, believing it would 
bo beneficial to tho country, and pointed 
out that the principal English statesmen 
wore now in favor of it. The negotiations 
now going on with Canada were a dark 
subject. It would be strange, indeed, if 
negotiations had been gone into for fresh 
terms without consulting our Govern 
ment. He hoped that the idea promul- 
gated by Thk Colonist that Mr. Macken 
zie had gone homo to ask Mr. Disraeli to 
boar a part of the financial burthen im- 
posed by tho obligation to build the 
Railway was correct. Tho Doctor (amid 
much cheering) announced himself us a 
candidate for re-election. He said he 
had attended every sitting of the House 
at the lust session, besides performing 
work on five committees. Thanking tho 
doctors for their kind attention ho sat 
down amid touch applause. 

Mr. X. Shakespeare announced himself 
a candidate for tho Local House, lie 
said tho time had gone by when men 
should be elected for friendship's sake, 
and tho time had coino when moil repre- 
senting principles should bo returned 
(cheers.) As a member of tho City 
Council of Victoria he had advocated tho 
establishment of a public market. It was 
difficult to know, when Mr. Mackenzie 
returned, what shape tho railway trouble 
would take. Canada had broken tho 
railway contract; British Columbia had 
kept it. It was not our place to go to 
Canada — it was Canada's place to come to 
us. We vera entitled to indemnity for 
nonfulfilmeut of that contract, and in 
discussing it, there would bo an opportu- 
nity to arrange the tariff. All the farmers 
wanted in this country wore good roads 
and bridges and a fair share of protection. 
Ho did not como out as a supporter or 
opponent of tho present Government. Ho 
contended that it wan wrong for any man 
to go into a House and buck against a 
Ministry on every point. They had tho 
power and thoy would keep it. (Oh, oh!) 
Ho would only oppose* bad measures 
and not tho Government because it 
was a Government. Ho condemned tho 
Indian policy of tho Local Government 
as jeopardizing tho liven of settlers and 
families (cheers.) He denounced tho 
high salaries of Ministers and the fourth 
portfolio. He wou|d roduco thoso sala- 
ries to 82500 and wipe out tho fourth 
portfolio (cheers.) Tho country was too 
poor to admit of such extravagance. If 
elooted ho would soi vo thoni honestly and 



faithfully, In reply to olootors ho said 
that ho was not satisfied that tho propos- 
ed indemnity to mombers was oxcessivo. 
Ho did not think it was wrong to capital- 
ize tho subsidy. Canada had deceived 
us and was deceiving us now with regard 
to tho amount of oxneiidituro. 

Mr. Wilson Brown, J. P., who bad 
boon mentioned as a candidate, said that 
theroworoso many Kiehaionds in tho 
field that ho was rather afraid (groat 
laughter) , and if tho District wanted to 
be represented it could not do bettor than 
select a man whoso intero'its wero identi- 
cal with thoir own. Ho was not a party 
man. Ho was not an oll'ieo seeker. Little 
to do and plonty to got would suit him 
admirably. (Great laughter.) Ho was 
only a suckling in politics and hadn't 
given much thought to tho Government 
of tho country. Should ho be considered 
fit to represent the District in the House 
ho would do his best for himself— as a 
farmor. (A laugh). Ho should support 
a proiniuni for a grist-mill and woollou- 
mill. Ho didn't care a snap for tho Gov- 
ernment. They hadn't done anything 
for him (laughter). Before now ho didn't 
euro so long as ho lived; but now that ho 
was becoming pinched lio wouldn't stand 
it (laughter.) As n general principle ho 
didn't hold with "kicking against tho 
pricks" so long as wo had nothing on 
our shins, [roars of laughter], and ho 
thought tho Government should try to 
work in accord with Mr. Maokouzio or 
any other Scotchman who might bo in 
power. [Cheors and laughter]. 

Mr. Humphreys, M. P.P., being cnllod 
for, said there was never a time in the 
history of this Province when more vig- 
orous action was required than now. Ho 
attacked the remarks of Mr. Shakespeare 
that ho did not believe iu opposing the 
Government, as in tho next breath he 
said that ho would favor a reduction of 
Ministerial salaries. He (Mr. 11.) had 
opposed tho fourth portfoli > because it 
was. unnecessary and weakened tho poo- 
plo on tho floor of tho House. Tho capi- 
talization scheme which Mr. Shakes- 
peare approved of, and which had boon 
so ably exposed by Dr. Tolmie, was a 
great mistake. To spend our capital 
would be like a farmor diverting a stream 
of water on which he depended for irri 
gation from his lands. It was our stock- 
in-trade. If we spent it we spend both prin- 
cipal and interest. You can't have a pie 
and cat it. Hundreds of thousands of 
dollars had been squandered last year, 
and did the electors think that tho money 
came from tho clouds like snow? When 
tho capital is all gono the people of the 
Province will bo taxed— and taxed heavi- 
ly — to make good the deficiency (cheers). 
The railway embroglio was deplorable. 
Canada had shuffled shamefully. Had 
the business of this Province been better 
handled by hotter men, men who had the 
interests of tho country at heart, our po- 
sition would have been better. It was 
melancholy to reflect that a solemn com- 
pact entered into by Canada and sancti- 
fied by tho Imperial Government had not 
boon carried out. [Cheers.] The farmers 
wero entitled to protection, mid when 
Mr. Walkem negotiated at London this 
Government could have asked for protec 
tion for the farmers. [Cries oP'That's it," 
and "He forgot us." ] Without agricu) 
turo no country was worth a button. It 
was "put up" by the Government that tho 
Modified Tariff should bo burked, and 
they prorogued the House to kill it (cries 
of"Shame!"J Tho City Council of Vic 
toria, of which Mr. Shakespeare was a 
member had it in their power to confer 
great advantages on the farmers of Saan- 
ich ; but whilo at tho dictation of Wharf 
street thoy had inflicted a tax of §50 on 
thu drummers in merchandize, they had 
only put a tax of 810 a yoar ou drummers 
in vegetables, stook, etc., from the other 
side. The merchants want to get every- 
thing they eat cheap, but want the farm- 
ers to pay high for everything they wear 
[hear]. Mr, Humphreys next referred 
to the difficulty he experienced in getting 
the modified Tariff Committee to meet, 
but added that Dr. Tolmio was always 
there at uny hour he was called upon. In 
conclusion he advised the electors to send 
only tried men to Parliament— men who 
would carry out what tho farmers wanted 
and not what tho members or llie Gov- 
ernment wanted [prolonged cheering]. 

Mr. Shakespeare here said that tho 
City Council had appointed two men to 
look after drummers in vegatables and 
cattle and had imposed a license. 
Mr. Humphreys— How much ? 
Mr. Shakospeare— S10 a year. [ Oh.) 
Mr. Humphreys I complained that the 
tax ou vegetable and eattlo drummers was 
only t? 10 , and the merchandize drummers 
wero charged $50 per head, 

Mr. Shakespeare said no such tax had 
been imposed by the Council since ho 
was a mem her. 

Dr. Tolmie -What have the City Coun- 
cil done towards establishing a public 
market? 

Mr. Shakespeare— I seconded a Bylaw 
for public market, but it was voted down. 
He added it was all very well for Canada 
to claim that she expended so much 
money annually in the Province. The 
sums wuro only on paper and seldom ex- 
pended . 

Dr. Tolmie hero repeated that the sums | 
he had credited Canada with spending in 
the Province were correctly given, and 
went over them afresh. In a short timo 
ho would give the figures more accurate- j 
\y through the columns of Tun Colonist 
[oheers]. This expenditure, however, wns 
no indemnity for tho shortcom- 
ings of Canada in other respecst. 
He had passed 42 years among the In- 
diana and understood perfectly their 
character. He believed they should be 
dealt with kindly and generously, As 
soon as the difficulties between Canada 
and our Government were settled tho Do- 
minion Government would appoint agents 
to reside among the Indians and teach 
them to cultivate the laud. This would 
increase the expenditure of Dominion 
money iu tho Province. Tho Provincial 
Government refuses to grant tho Indians 
an amount of land which t hey had hold 
for generations for stock ranges and for 
purposes of cultivation, and the Uoetor 
showed that a policy similar to that pura u - 
od by our Government had boon tho cause 
of a desolating war in Washington Terri- 
tory. 

Mr. Humphreys said ho thought thai 
the demand inado by the Indian Commis- 
sioner for land was unreasonable; but 
pastoral leases had in some eases been 
granted to favorites of the Govern men) to 
the exclusion of the eattlo of tho Indians. 
This was a great wrong. With reaped to 
Mr. Shakespeare's protection pledges, the 
farmers would say to him, why don't you 
in the lessor House gain us protection 
before you ask us to send you to tho 
higher House ? 

,Mr. McMillan said that- tho power con- 
ferred on the Council by the House pro- 
vented tiioin from doing that, 



Mr. Humphreys replied that the Coun- 
cil had power to pass a Bylaw e.nd didn't 
do it | cheers. ] If thoy had no powor to 
collect the 550 thoy had walked up to a 
man and robbed him. | Great cheering 
and laughter. ] They did this from tho 
pressure brought to bear upon them by 
Wharf street merchants. 

Mr. Shakespeare again denied that any 
such bylaw had been pas'sod during his 
term in tho Council. 

Mr. Humphreys promised to investigate 
the matter and show that he was right. 

After a voto of thanks to tho Chairman 
and Secretary tho meeting adjourned.
